supply 
the 
market 
with Georgia 
peaches 
for 
many years, will be burned tomorrow 
morning at Americus, 50 miles south 
of here.

000 bearing trees. 
These have been 
cut down by negroes at the direction 
of the owners of the big Bagley or­ 
chard estate and piled in huge heaps. 
Oil will be poured on the brush and 
in the morning the negroes will run 
from pile to pile, starting the bon­ 
fires almost simultaneously. 
While 
the 
peach 
crop 
brought 
money into Georgia during the past 
season, the receipts running into the 
millions, the owners of this orchard 
failed to realize as much as they had 
expected. 
Thousands of bushels of 
peaches went 
to 
waste. 
They de­ 
stroyed the orchard, 
believing 
that 
they can
